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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In the USPTO Office Action mailed on October 13, 2004, the Examiner required restriction 
to one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 121: Group I - Claims 1-9, drawn to forming a 
polymer based micro-machine, classified in class 438, subclass 82.; Group II - Claims 10-14, drawn 
to a polymer based micro-machine, classified in class 257, subclass 643 ; or Group HI - Claims 15-18, 
drawn to a reduced noise tunneling sensor, classified in class 73, subclass 514.16. 
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In response to this restriction requirement, applicant elects claims 1-9. Applicant requests 



that claims 10-18 be withdrawn. 
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
